SIB: In accordance with the require- 


ment* of law I him the honor herewith 
,4o inbmit to yon this my annual report 
for the yew ending December 31, 1879: 


My official term began on the sixth 


day of January, 1879. 
. I hayo found the laws inadequate for 
toe purposes intended in many instances 
or lections of one Act in conflict with 
(&OM of another, and sections of the 
Mtae Act that conflict with one another, 
and shall, in my next report before the 


*' meeting of the Legislature, point out 


•vch conflicting Acts and sections and 
recommend such changes as I nay 
deem for the best interest of the State. 


The calls for official opinions hare 


fceen very numerous. 
I have given 


tasny written legal opinions which are 
Cf record, and very many more verbal 
opinions of which no record is kept. 
Those written I will transmit to my suc- 
cessor in office. 


Section 17 of Article IV of oar Con- 


stitution provides, among other things, 
that each law enacted by the Legisla- 
ture shall embrace but one subject, und 
matter properly connected therewith, 
which subject shall be briefly expressed 
In the title, and no law should be re- 
vised or amended by reference to its ti- 
tle only, but in such cases the Act as re- 
vised, or section as amended, shall be 
re-enacted and published at length 


This provision is mandatory and any 


law embracing more than one subject 
matter or containing section* within the 
body of the Act not expressed in the 
title, and any Act which is expressly 
amendatory or revisory and does not 
Comply with it substantially, would be 
iield by our Courts as migratory. 


From an examination of our statutes 


it will be teen that there are sections of 
Acts not referred to in the title, and at- 
tempts have been made to revise and 
amend laws by reference to their titles 
Or sections only. 
So I feel it my duty 


to respectfully suggest, through you, to 
the Legislature, that it would be wise 
that eich Act should contain but one 
subject and the matter connected there- 
with which shall be expressed in its title 
end that all Acts expressly amendatory 
or revisory of other Acts shuuld be by 
re-publication of the parts intended to 
be amended or revised, not only by their 
titles but also by their chapters or date 
Of approval. This course will insure 
the validity of legislation in so far as 
this section of the Constitution is con- 
cerned. 


At the session of the Legislature in 


1879, a bill was introduced to create a 
State Board of Equalization, for the 
purpose of equalizing property located 
in two or more counties of this State, 
but failed to become a law. I think we 
ought to have a law of that kind to gov- 
ern us, as it would have a tendency to 
equalize property throughout the State 
and prevent a discrimination in the as 
•essments of the same class or species 
Of property, and would have the effect 
to establish a uniform valuation for nil 
kinds of property throughout the State. 


Since I came into office rhVve learned 


that the State has some claims against 
the General Government, growing out 
of our Indian wars, but have not been 
able to get at the facts or figures, 
have therefore made out and sent to 
John Motion and Sidney J. Wailetf a 
power of attorney to appear for me be- 
fore any or all of the Departments and 
Congress at Washington, and in the 
name of the State of Nevada to ask, de 
uand and receive any and all money 
that may be due from the Government 
to the State of Nevada, which action on 
my part I hope will meet with the ap- 
proval of your Excellency and the Leg- 
islature when it convenes. 


'jy>e law makes it the duty of the At- 


torney General to attend to and prose- 
cute all criminal cases on appeal to the 
Supreme Court, and to attend to all 
other eases in which the State is interr 
ested. Following yon will find a list of 
all such cases attended to by me and the 
disposition made of ibe tame. 


Soon after the adjournment of the last 


Legislature I MT.S called npqn by the 
Controller for (in opinion as to the con- 
stitutionality of the law appropriating 
the sum of thirty thousand dollars for 
the purpose of cresting, establishing 
ftud supporting an asylum for the indi- 
gent poor and maimed in this State, I 
gave it as my opinion that the law in 
question was in conflict -with Section 3 
of Article VHI of the Cohstitution, 
which opinion has been confirmed by a 
decision of the Soprcm« Court of 'the 
State of Nevada in the case of Keyser'ft 
Ehod vs. J. F. Uallock, State Controller. 


Tie Controller and my self have found 


it necessary to visit different parts of 
the State dnriKg Ibe past year for. the 
purpose of prosecuting parties for a vio- 


lation of th« revenue law*, and I have 
to report that the lavs in that respect, 
with rery lew exceptions, have been 
complied with. 


In June, 1879,1 was tent by the War- 


den of the State Prison to Elko to col- 
lect a bill doe the State Prison for boot* 
and shoes furnished one Israel Cohn, 
who was insolvent and had made an as- 
signment of his property for the benefit 
of his Elko county creditors. Upon an 
examination of his affairs I became sat- 
isfied that it would be better for the 
State to compromise with the creditors 
of said Cohn. I accordingly settled by 
accepting seventy-fire (75) cents upon 
the dollar of the amount due from said 
Cohn, which anm has been paid, and I 
am pleased to say that my action in the 
matter has been approved by the War- 
den and the Board of Examiners. 


In May, 1879, I commenced an action 


in the Mime of myself, as a member of 
the Board of Examiners, against S. B. 
Smith, of Aurora, to recover an amount 
due the State Prison for boots and 
shoes sold and delivered to said Smith 
by the Warden of the State Prison and 
recovered judgment against Smith. The 
largest portion of said judgment has 
been paid, the balance will be paid in a 
short ti—e. 


On the 29th day of December. 1875, 


ail action of ejectment waa commenced 
in the Circuit Court of the United States 
of the Ninth Circuit District of Nevada, 
by John H. Adams and William S. Me- 
aick against the State Board of State 
Pmou Commissioner* of the State of 
Nevada and M. B. Elstner and P. C. 
Hyman, the Warden and ex-Warden of 
said prison, having for its object tht) re- 
covery of the possession of the land and 
premises wheiem is situated the State 
Prison of this State; in Che year 1878 
judgment was rendered by said Court in 
favor of the State. A motion for a new 
trial was made, and at the March term, 
1879, of said Court said motion was de- 
nied. Ending in favor of the State a 
long and vexatious litigation, and thus 
has been set at rest the much mooted 
question as to the ownership of the 
State Prison property. 
Much credit is 


due to the energy and ability of my pre- 
decessor, General John B. Kittrell, and 
big assistant, General Robert M. Clarke, 
who conducted the legal proceedinga in 
the Court on the part of the State. 


My attention has been called to the 


fact that parties making application to 
enter unsnrveyed Government lands of 
the United States, under what is known 
as The Desert Land Act of March 3, 
1877, 
have included in such entries 


lands belonging to the State coming 
within the 16th and 32d sections dona- 
tod by an Aet^of Congress to the State 
of Nevada for school purposes. I have 
called the attention of Johu Mullan, 
State Land Agent at Washington City, 
D. C., to the fact and he has presented 
the claims of the State to the said lands 
in a very able manner before the Com< 
missioner of the General Land Office at 
Washington, who, I have no doubt, will 
order the said applications to be reject- 
ed and the said 16th and 32d sections 
listed over to the State for the purpose 
contemplated by said Act of Congress. 


State of Nevada vs. The Northern

the county of Storey. He claimed ttut 
under Section Five of Article VI of the 
Constitution the First Judicial District 
was entitled to three District Judges, 
and the law of 1866 re-districting the 
State of Nevada into Judicial Districts 
and reducing the number of District 
Judges in the" First Judicial District to 
one, was unconstitutional and void.

This wan a petition to the Supreme 
Court to compel the Controller to draw 
his warrant in favor of the petitioners, 
to be paid out of the appropriation set 
apart for the purpose of establishing 
and maintaining an asylum for the indi- 
gent poor and maimed of this State.

Wilson for rolling the United States 
mail at Cherry ,C'.eek, White Pine coun- 
ty, Ne7. One G. B. Knuckles claimed 
to be entitled to ieo» ive the reward, be- 
cause he had yivtu to Sias such in- 
formation as to tht whereabouts of the 
said Bell and Vt .Uon »a led to their ar- 
rest, und hud ft-.-., teil in bringing about 
a conviction. T'-u claim of Knuckles 
was presented re >nd allowed by the old 
Board of Exami^c-m, against the protest 
of Bias. In J.tun >ry, 1879, the claim of 
Sias was prebentttd to the new Board of 
Examiners anil by them referred to 
to me. I recommended the allowance 
of the said claim by the Board, in order 
that the whole subject matter might be 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. I 
also advised the Controller not to draw 
a warrant for either of the parties, aud 
compel one or the other of them to ap- 
ply for a wnt of mandamus for the pur- 
pose of compelling him (the Controller) 
to draw his warrant, which course James 
Sias pursued. The case was argued on 
the 17th day of April, 1879. The Su- 
preme Court held that Bel) and Wilson, 
being arrested under a United Slates 
warrant, tried and convicted by a Unit- 
ed States Court for an offence commit- 
ted against the United States, and the 
Postal Department pays its own reward 
in cases of this kind, neither Sias nor 
Knuckles were entitled to receive the 
rewards, and tht intent of the Legisla- 
ture was that the reward should not be 
paid except the party was arrested, tried 
and convicted by' a State court-.
